000,000 has been paid m jobless 
benefits to 8,770,000 World War II 
veterans, expire tonight. 


Seven bills were introduced in 


the 81st congress to extend or even 
increase these benefits, but only 
one has even reached the point 
of committee approval in congress. 


Tnis one, which would extend 


the unemployment pay but not 
benefits 
for those 
customarily 


eelf-employed. 


Chairman Rankin (D-Miss) of 


the house veterans affairs com- 
mittee said yesterday there was 
not "the shadow of a chance" thnt 
congress would extend the system. 


The "52-20" popular name for 


the program was based on the top 
benefits available: $20 a week for 
52 weeks on unemployment.

Rent Control 
Act Is Ruled 


as ;Invalid! 


Chicago, July 25—(API—A fed- 


eral district judge today held the 
1939 rent control act unconstitu- 
tional. 


The opinion was handed down by 


Judge Elwyn R.^Shaw. He de- 
clared the entire act was invali- 
dated by a clause permitting states 
and other divisions to end it in 
their territories by local option. 


Judge Shaw held this provision 


was an unlawful 
delegation by 


congress of its powers to other 
government agencies. 


The ruling was issued in an ac- 


tion by Tighe E. Woods, housing 
expediter. He sought an injunction 
to restrain, the Shoreline Coopera- 
tive, Inc, Chicago, from evicting 
IS tenants. The judge dismissed 
the petition. 


In his written opinion, 
Judge 


Shaw said that congress should 
have merely set a new expiration 
date if it wished to continue the 
old rent control act in force. 


He announced a week ago that 


he intended to find the 1949 act 
illegal. At that time, he said, it 
was not certain whether the whole 
law must 
be thrown out 
or 


whether the local option clause 
could be held invalid only. 


However, his ruling 
does 
not 


mean that all rent controls are 
now off. 


A government attorney said an 


immediate appeal will be made to 
the I" S supreme court. 


William S. Kaplan, chief Chi- 


cag-o attorney for the housing- ex- 
pediter, said the law will be "ad- 
ministered and enforced" pending 
appeal.

Fined at Rock Falls 


Washington, July 25. — 


(AP) —President T r u m a n 
called on congress today to 
approve swiftly a $1,450,000,- 
000 (B) foreign arms pro- 
gram. He said it is needed 
because friendly nations in 
western Europe and else- 
where need to build up their 
defenses against the danger 
of Russian aggression. 


The chief executive, evi- 


dently hoping to counter the 
demands of some senators to 
trim down the cost of the pro- 
posal, said his recommenda- 
tion covers only "the most 
pressing current needs for 
military aid." 


This aid, he said, would go 


mainly to eight European na- 
tions and to about half a doz- 
en others scattered all the 
way from Europe to the Pa- 
cific ocean, 


"If this program of military aid 


is to succeed," Mr. Truman said 
in a special message to the law- 
makers, "We must prosecute it 
promptly and vigorously. Our poli- 
cies for peace are having the de- 
sired effect. We cannot afford to 
lose the momentum we have al- 
ready gained." 


At another point, the president 


declared that the projected pro- 
gram would be "Like the North 
Atlantic Treaty entirely defensive 
in character." 


Retain A-Bomb Control 


At the same instant Mr. Tru- 


man's message was being read in 
congress, 
the state 
department 


made public the text of an admin- 
istration bill to carry out the 
arms program. This bill would give 
the chief executive great flexi- 
bility in distributing arms to 
other countires but would bar 
giving away any atomic bombs. 


In an accompanying booklet, tha 


state department blasted Russia

Court Should be a Veteran Jud ge 


When President Truman chooses a successor to the late 


Justice Frank Murphy of the supreme court, he could do 
worse than to name a judge. 


We seem to have departed widely from the old idea that 


an appeals court should be composed of a group of qualified 
judges. For some years now, distinguished practicing jur- 
ists have been largely ignorea in filling high court vacancies. 


Of the present eight justices only three had actual tram-

Chief Justice Fred Vinson served six years on a federal 


appeals court. Justice Wiley Rutledge had four years of 
similar service and a long record of legal scholarship. Jus- 
tice Hugo Black served 18 months as a police judge. 


To be sure, the picture is not quite that dark from the 


standpoint of general legal training. Justices Felix Frank- 
furter and William O. Douglas were law school teachers 
for years. Justices Robert Jackson and Stanley Reed were 
top "government lawyers, the former serving as attorney 
general and the latter as solicitor general for the United 
StatesJustice Harold Burton, however, could point only to a 
regular law practice in Cleveland as his specific legal back- 
ground. 
The supreme court is our most august tribunal. It is the 


last recourse for those seeking fair treatment in the face of 
laws that may be arbitrary and thus restrictive of freedoms. 


It is the referee of disputes arising from the inevitable 


competition among the 48 states, with their separate laws 
and problems. 
It is a sober check and balance on the other main 


branches of government, the congress and the executive. 


Can we not fairly ask then that at least a fair proportion 


of its membership be drawn from the trained judiciary? 


The plain truth is that not a single member of the pres- 


ent court was a long practicing jurist of distinction when 
he ascended the bench. 


There is nothing wrong with picking a brilliant lawyer 


or legal scholar for the court. But neither is there anything 
wrong with naming a veteran judge for what is, after all, a 
judge's job. 
Isn't it strange that we must always be looking to the 


senate and the justice department and other government ad- 
ministrative agencies for candidates ? 


Right now the names of Senators AlcGrath of Rhode 


Island, McMahon of Connecticut, Myers of Pennsylvania and 
O'Mahoney of Wyoming loom large in speculation over the 
new justice. The total judicial experience of these four men 
is one year. 


The naming of any one of them is not likely to help much 


toward restoring the prestige the supreme court has lost in 
recent years through its shattering internal conflicts, its re- 
versals* of its own views and similar signs of weakened judi- 
cial quality. 
Let's hope the president surprises everyone by choosing 


a man who has been a judge for more than six years.

The Dixon Beautiful committee 


if the Woman's club feels that the 
itizens of this community are 
specially lucky to be so close to 
wo state parks. Attendance at 
x>th Lowden Memorial park and 
iVhite Pines park runs into the 
thousands on Sundays and holi- 
days and on other days numerous 
licnic parties and visitors are in 
onstant evidence. 
The youngest of these recreation 


areas, Lowden 
Memorial park, 


formally dedicated in Jan- 


uary Of 1945. The state of Illinois 
gives a sum of money as a mem- 
irial to each of its departed gov- 
rnors and the family is consulted 
as to the type of thing for which 
he money is spent. The Lowden 
amily knew that the governor 
had bee-n a friend of*Lorado Taft 
and had been very interested in 
he large cement statue which 
Taft had erected just north of 
Oregon. 
Accordingly 
they sug- 


gested the park as a memorial. 


The amount that the state cus- 


omarily appropriated was not suf- 
'icient to buy the 279 acres of 
and so citizens of Ogie county 
and surrounding territory donated 
;o the fund and eventually the 
purchase was made and the tract 
:ormally accepted by the state. 
Since then roads have been made 
through the park so that one may 
drive directly to the statue. 


Lorado Taft, Chicago sculptor. 


sponsored an artists colony 


there had dreamed of a memorial 
,o the American Indian and after 
studying the structure of such 
things throughout the world de- 
cided on the use of cement as a 
medium. This was unprecedented 
and involved consultations with 
engineers and cement experts con- 
:erning its size, shape and founda- 
tion. 


Finally the structure was fin- 


shed, 48 feet high on a 18 foot 
jase and Taft named it the "Van- 
ishing American.'' Public opinion 
soon changed the name to "Black- 
lawk" in honor of the Indian 
chief who had acquired such a 


prominent place in the traditions 
of this area. 


Remnants of the artists colony 


are still in evidence—Taft's home 
with its red tile roof is in very 
good repair except for the broken 
windows (thanks to the thought- 
less public minority). This will 
probably be converted into a 
museum for this part of Illinois. 
The old "mess hall" is expected 
to be made into a "shelter house" 
for the park. The view of the ri- 
ver from the porch of this build- 
ing is one which is seldom equalled 
and is well worth the short walk 
along the bluff past some of the 
smaller-artist homes. 


Also in the same direction may 


be seen the little publicized cement 
statue of six people in flowing 
robes carrying a coffin on their 
shoulders. This was done by Taft 
as a memorial to the war dead. 
It is still in the rough stage and 
is regarded as one of his unfin- 
ished works. 


The trip down to Ganymede's 


spring from the statue is interest- 
ing but a bit strenuous as the 
spring is almost at the foot of the 
cliff. The story also goes that 
eagles nested in an old tree near 
the statue, hence the artists colo- 
ny was called Eagles Nest or 
Eagles RUiff. 


According to L. A. Rippberger, 


custodian of the park, there are 
a number of deer there and at 
the quiet hours he sees them as 
he makes his rounds and as he 
works to keep the large grass ex- 
panse and his flowers beautiful 
and as he does the innumerable 
other things to make the park a 
pleasant and lovely place for the 
public.

civil service committee report dis- 
closed today. 


Based on actuarial life expect- 


ancy figures, the employe may 
collect more than $150,000 on his 
$7.43 unless congress passes legis- 
lation recently approved by the 
committee 
and 
now 
awaiting 


house action. 


The Civil Service commission, 


urging passage of the bill, said it 
would deny the employe the huge 
retirement benefits and give him 
instead a $19,50 annuity. 


The situation arose this way: 
The employe was a federal re- 


feree in government bankruptcy 
cases and during the time he was 
employed, the referees received 
one per cent of the assets dis- 
tributed. He earned a peak of 
$220,000 from January 1 to June 
30, 1947. 


Federal referees at the time 


were not under the Civil Service 
Retirement system but were in- 
cluded later. 


The employe, unnamed, left his 


job and took one in the office of 
a congressman during December, 
1948. During that month he con- 
tributed $7.43 into the retirement 
system, which made him eligible 
to receive or if he chooses, he 
would receive 515,000 a year and 
his wife, after his death, would 
get $8.750 a year.

In addition, he said, the United 


States should help Canada and the 
other A m e r i c a n republics in 
strengthening their defenses. 


The president said: 


Truman's Recommendations 
"I recommend that we sup- 


ply these countries with as- 
sistance of three types: 


"First, a limited amount of 


dollar aid to enable them to 
Increase their own productions 
of military items without 1m- 
paring their efforts for eco- 
nomic reco very; 


"Second, the direct transfer 


of certain essential items of 
military equipment, and 


"Third, the assistance of 


evperts In the production and 
use of military equipment and 
the training of personnel. 
"Such a program will enable

countries to acquire the 


elements necessary to their de- 
fense without hampering their re- 
covery," Mr. Truman said.
